An organization in Boston, called American Aid to 
France, sent the name of Maurice Afoufa with the 
names of nine others to the French Department here. 
We adopted six of these children and sent them pack- 
ages and letters each month.

Pupils who sent letters and packages to 
Maurice have been graduated, but the spirit has been 
passed on to newcomers by our French teacher, Mrs. 
Bucknell. Some where along the way the idea of bring- 
ing Maurice to America arose.

Beyond being an act of friendship on the part of a 
few people we believe that this is an important inter- 
national step in promoting a mutual understanding 
and lasting friendship between the countries of Amer- 
ica and France. 


1951-1952
